BRAHAMA BULL RIDING 


Riders must take bulls as they come in 
chute and must ride as their names appear on 
program. Any rider turning down bull or re- 
fusing to ride or not being ready to ride when 
called will be disqualified and not allowed to 
ride for day money that day or any following 
in this event, and shall also forfeit his en- 
trance fee. All entries go each day. Riders 
allowed eight seconds to make ride. 


Riding to be done with loose rope and one 
hand. This will be a four ride average. Each 
contestant must wear a cowboy hat, boots 
and spurs when coming out of chute. The 
judges’ decision will be final in this contest. 


DALLY STEER ROPING 


Ropers must take steers as they come in 
chute and ropers must rope as their names 
appear on program. Any roper turning down 
steer or refusing to rope or not being ready 
to rope when called will be disqualified and 
not allowed to rope for day money that day, 
or any day following in this event and also 
shall forfeit his entrance fee. First three days 
one-third of all entries go each day. All con- 
testants having made time go on fourth day 
for two steer average. 

Each contestant will be allowed one throw 
and on failure to catch must retire imme- 
diately from arena. Roper must dally to stop 
steer. No tied ropes allowed. Ropers will 
start from behind barrier. Ten seconds fine 
for breaking barrier. 

Steer belongs to roper after he crosses 
deadline regardless of what happens. Steer to 
be roped by head or horns or head and one 
horn. Five seconds fine for head or horns and 
one front foot. All other catches disqualify, 
including one horn and figure eight on the 
nose. 

Time to be taken when horse has been 
brought to a stop facing steer with rope tight. 
If steer is handled roughly at any time, the 
contestant will be disqualified if in the opin- 
ion of the field judges he has intentionally 
done so. Any question as to catch in this con- 
test will be decided by the judges. Each con- 
testant must wear cowboy hat and boots. 


BRONC RIDING 


Riders must ride as their names appear 
on program. Any rider turning down horse, or 
refusing to ride, or not being ready to ride 
when called will be disqualified, and not al- 
lowed to ride for day money that day, or any 
day following in this event, and shall also 
forfeit his entrance fee. All riders go each day. 

Horses and association saddles will be fur- 
nished by the management, and the manage- 
ment will draw mounts for riders. If rider 
draws a horse he has once ridden during this 
contest, he must draw again, and must ride 
as often on any horse as judges deem nec- 
essary. Riding to be done with plain halter 
and one rein. Rein must be without tape or 
knots. Rein hand must show daylight above 
horse’s neck as rider leaves chute. Hand and 
rein must be on same side of horse’s neck. 
After the horse leaves the chute, everything 
me rider does will be counted for or against 

im. 

The matter of re-rides will be decided by 
the judges. Riders allowed 10 seconds to make 
the ride, Any of the following offenses will 
disqualify rider—being bucked off; coasting 
with feet against horse’s shoulders; changing; 
hands on rein; wrapping rein around hand; 
pulling leather; losing a stirrup; failure to 
leave starting place with both spurs against 
horse’s shoulders; not being ready to ride 
When called; use of any substance on any 
part of rider’s clothing or an any part of his 
equipment; cheating in any manner to pre- 
vent horse from doing his best; riding other- 
wise than with straight rein from halter ring 
to rider; riding with locked rowels. This will 
be a four ride average. Each contestant must 
wear a cowboy hat, chaps, boots and spurs 
when coming out of the chute. The judges’ 
decision will be final in this contest.

DALLY TEAM ROPING 


Ropers must take steers as they come in 
chute, and ropers must go as their names ap- 
pear on program. Any roper turning down 
steer or refusing to rope, or not being ready 
to rope when called will be disqualified and 
not allowed to rope for day money that day 
or any day following in this event, and also 
shall forfeit his entrance fee. First three days 
one-third of all entries go each day. All teams 
having made time go on fourth day for two 
steer average. 

Contestant allowed to enter but one time. 
Each contestant will be allowed to carry but 
one rope. Each team allowed four throws in 
all. Roper roping steer without turning loose 
the loop will be considered no catch. 


Contestant will start from behind a bar- 
rier. Ten seconds fine for breaking barrier. 
Steer belongs to roper after he crosses dead- 
lin regardless of what happens. Ropers must 
dally to stop steer. No tied ropes allowed. 
Steer to be roped first by head or horns or 
head and one horn. Five seconds fine for head 
or horns and one front foot. All other catches 
disqualify including one horn and figure eight 
on the nose. Steer to be roped by one or both 
hind feet. Allowing steer to back into loop 
not permitted. Straight time for two hind 
foot catches. Five seconds added to time for 
one hind foot catch. 


Steer to be stopped but not thrown. Time 
will be taken when steer is stopped, both 
horses facing steer in line with ropes tight. 
Steer must not be handled roughly at any 
time and ropers may be disqualified if in the 
opinion of the field judges they have inten- 
tionally done so. Any question as to catches 
in this contest will be decided by the judges. 
posh contestant must wear a cowboy hat and 

oots. 


BAREBACK BRONC RIDING 


Riders must ride as their names appear on 
program. Any rider turning down horse, or 
refusing to ride, or not being ready to ride 
when called will be disqualified, and not al- 
lowed to ride for day money that day, or any 
day following in this event, and shall also 
ferfeit his entrance fee. All riders go each 
day. One hand rigging to be used. 

Horses will be furnished by the manage- 
ment, and the management will draw mounts 
for riders. If rider draws a horse he has once 
ridden during this contest he must draw 
again and must ride as often on any horse 
as judges deem necessary. After horse leaves 
the chute, everything the rider does will be 
counted for or against him. 

The matter of re-rides will be decided by 
the judges. Riders allowed 8 seconds to make 
the ride. Each contestant must wear a cow- 
boy hat, boots and spurs when coming out 
the chutes. The judges decision will be final 
in this contest. 


STEER WRESTLING 


Contestant must take steers as they come 
in chute, and must go as their names appear 
on program. Any contestant turning down 
steer or refusing to take steer, or not being 
ready to take steer when called, or failing to 
jump at steer after he does take him, will be 
disqualified, and not allowed to compete that 
day or any day following in this event, and 
also shall forfeit his entrance fee. All entries 
go each day. Horses cannot be used more than 
three times during each performance. 

Contestant and hazer will start from behind 
a barrier. Ten seconds fine-for breaking bar- 
rier. Steer will be given start. Steer belongs to 
contestant after he crosses deadline, regard- 
less of what happens. After catching steer, 
wrestler must bring it to a stop and twist 
it down. If steer is accidently knocked or 
thrown down before being brought to a stop, 
or is thrown by wrestler putting animal’s 
horns to ground, it must be let up on all four 
feet and then thrown. Steer will be considered 
down only when it is lying flat on its side, 
all four feet out and head straight. The fair- 
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sarily left out . 
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ness of catch and throw will be left to the 
judges and their decision will be final. 


Hazer must retire from field as soon as 
wrestler catches his steer and must not render 
any assistance to contestant while contestant 
is working the steer. Failure to observe this 
rule will impose penalty on contestant. _ 

There will be a time limit of 90 seconds in 
this contest. If wrestler has not caught and 
thrown his steer in 90 seconds, he will retire 
from arena on signal and be given no time. 


CALF ROPING 


Ropers must take calves as they come in 
chute and ropers must go as their names 
appear on program. Any roper turning down 
calf or refusing to rope or not being ready to 
rope when called will be disqualified and not 
allowed to rope for day money that day or any 
day following in this event, and also shall 
forfeit his entrance fee. All entries go each 
Gave 
Roper will start from behind a barrier. Ten 
seconds fine for breaking barrier. Calf be- 
longs to roper after he crosses deadline, re- 
gardless of what happens. Roper roping calf 
without turning loose the loop will be con- 
sidered no catch. 

Each contestant will be allowed to make 
two throws, and on failure to catch must 
retire immediately from arena. Catch as can 
and catch must hold® until roper gets his 
hands on calf. Roper must use a neck rope or 
strap and arrange rope and reins to prevent 
horse from dragging calf. Roper must not 
bust calf, but dismount, go down rope and 
throw calf by hand, cross and tie any three 
feet and throw up both hands as signal for 
time. If calf is down when roper gets to it, 
it must be let up and thrown by hand. The 
tie must hold until passed on by tie judge. If 
tie comes loose or if calf gets up before tie 
is ruled a fair one, the roper will be marked 
no time. Time limit sixty seconds. 

[If roper intentionally busts calf or handles 
calf roughly at any time, he will be fined or 
disqualified, at the discretion of the field 
judges. This will be a four calf average. Each 
contestant must wear a cowboy hat, and 
boots. Any question as to catches and ties in 
this contest will be decided by the judges. 


WILD COW MILKING 


Roper must take cows as they come in 
chute, and ropers must go as their names ap- 
pear on program. Any roper turning down 
cow or refusing to rope or not being ready to 
rope when called will be disqualified and not 
allowed to rope for day money that day or any 
other day following in this event, and also 
forfeit his entrance fee. One fourth of all 
entries go each day. 

Each contestant will be allowed to carry but 
one rope and can make one throw and on 
failure to catch must retire immediately from 
arena. Ropers must dally to stop cow. Tied 
ropes not allowed. If rope is caught or tied or 
not free on saddle horn before or after roper 
dismounts to milk cow, he will be disqualified 
and marked no time. Contestant will start 
from behind a barrier. Ten seconds fine for 
breaking barrier. Cow belongs to roper after 
she crosses deadline regardless of what hap- 
pens. Cow to be roped by head or horns, or 
head and one horn, or head and horns and 
one front foot. All-other catches disqualify 
including one horn and figure eight on the 
nose. 

If cow is handled roughly at any time, the 
roper will be disqualified if in the opinion of 
the field judges he has intentionally done so. 
All muggers or helpers must stay out of arena 
until called. 


WILD HORSE RACE 


Contestant will be allowed 2 helpers only. 
Failure to bring lead rope to judges after 
race will forfeit any monies. Entry money 
must be paid in other event. In case contest- 
ant loans his number to someone else for this 
event then both will forfeit all winnings in 
all events.

UNITED STATES ARMY In ACTION 


The Directors of the Rodeo at Salinas felt that 
it was important to devote a major part of rodeo time 
to army participation and they recommend that rodeo 
visitors take a trip to Camp Ord, which is located 
only four miles from Salinas. 
This Military Reservation, consisting of 20,000 
acres, is located in northwestern Monterey County, 
bordering on the south bank of the Salinas River and 
extending from the Salinas-Monterey Road to the 
Monterey Bay seashove, 
The original area of 16,000 acres was purchased 
in 1916 by the War Department for an artillery range. 
Little use was made of this area by service troops un- 
til about 1936. With the concentration of regular 
army forces in divisional training areas, beginning 
with Fort Lewis, Washington, the Ord area was designated asa 
winter training section for the Third Division which occupied this 
area for the first four months of 1940. Following the successful 
training of the Third Division, the War Department recently desig- 
nated this area as a divisional training post and acquired an addi- 
tional’4000 acres. At the present time two or more divisions are 


now designated to occupy this territory before the end of this cur- 


¢ 


rent year. Through WPA expenditures a total of $2,- 
000,000 was used for clearing areas, building roads 
and for the construction of necessary buildings. Re- 
cently an allocation of $2,225,000 has been made for 
contract expenditures for the completion of necessary 
housing for at least two divisions, one to be located at 
Camp Ord on the banks of the Salinas River and the 
other at Camp Clayton on the Monterey-Castroville 
road. It was estimated that there will be approximate- 
ly 25,000 men occupying this military area by the end 
of the current year. 
The Camp Ord Military area is particularly ad- 
vantageous in its designation as the Second Divisional 
Post on the Pacific Coast because of the fact that it is 
strategically located at the area for defense of San 


Francisco if attacked from the sea. It permits a normal firing range 


for all field artillery and with a substantial sector of the Monterey 


Bay it affords anti-aircraft firing and long range firing into that Bay 
area. With the network of roads leading from the Ord Military 
area into the Salinas Valley and the valley areas located to the north 
and east, and to the National Guard Military Reservation in San 


Luis Obispo to the South, it is adapted for training motorized units.
